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Kenya to expand U.S. access to bases 

WASHINGTON, June 27 (Agencies) — Kenya has agreed to 
expand U.S. access to its military facilities in exchange for 
increased military and economic aid, the State Department 
announced today. Notes were exchanged yesterday in Nairobi, 
but details of the agreement remain to be worked out in further 
discussions, spokesman David Passage said. The Carter administ- 
ration is r unnin g into difficulty, meanwhile, completing arrange- 
ments with Somalia for use of facilities there. A third agreement, 
with Oman, was announced earlier in the month. The overall 
purpose is to allow a buildup of American military power in the 
region. The revolution in Iran in February 1979 and the Soviet 
intervention in A fghanis tan in late December caused concern 
within the Carter administration. U.S. warships make frequent 
calls at the Kenya port of Mombasa, but the United States was 
also seeking an expansion of supply facilides to service ships 
operating in the Indian Ocean.

Meanwhile, Israeli troops today 
damped a curfew on a village in 
the occupied West Bank after 
Arab youths hurled two hand gre- 
nades at an Israeli bus, a military 
spokesman said. 

A spokesman said Palestinian 
commandos threw hand grenades 
at a bus ou its way to the Jewish 
West Bank settlement of Ariel 
Thursday evening.

Angola to seek 
outside help to 
repulse invasion 

UNITED NATIONS. June 27 
(Agencies) — Angola served 
notice today that it would call for 
outside military help if its forces 
were unable to repulse an alleged 
invasion by South African troops. 

Tbe chief Angolan delegate to 
the United Nations, Mr. EKsio de 
Figueiredo, told a press con- 
ference in New York today that 
fierce fighting was raging in two 
southern Angolan provinces. An 
estimated 6,000 South African 
troops had inflicted heavy casual- 
ties since they crossed the border 
from neighbouring South West 
Africa (Namibia) on Monday. 

South Africa today denied it 
was carrying out a massive inva- 
sion of Angola. Foreign Minister 
Pifc Botha said South Africa 
had not committed aggression 
against Angola and harboured no 
aggressive intentions against the 
Angolan people. 

He said a small South African 
combat team with some air sup- 
port had been in southern Angola 
carrying out operations against 
SWAPO. They' had now com- 
menced their return to base and 
advance elements crossed the 
border back into Namibia . 

South Africa announced on 
June 13 it had carried out a cross- 
border raid into Angola the pre- 
vious week losing 16 of its own 
forces and killing more than 200 
South West Africa People’s 
Organisation (SWAPO) guer- 
rillas.

Hussein returns home

AMMAN. June 27 (JNA)— His Majesty King Hussein and Her 
Majesty Queen Noor today returned home from London following a 
private visit to the United Kingdom and an official visit to the United 
States, during which His Majesty held talks with U.S. President 
Jimmy Carter and top American officials. 

During his talks in Washington, King Hussein informed American 
leaders on the Jordanian view, which represents the .Arab stand, with 
regard to principles and conditions for a comprehensive and just 
peace in the Middle East. 

On their way home King Hussein and Queen Noor paid a private 
'visit to the United Kingdom during which His Majesty met with 
British Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher for talks on the inter- 
national situation, especially the Middle East issue. 

Their Majesties were met at Amman airport by His Highness 
Prince Mohammad, His Highness Crown Prince Hassan and a 
number of royal family members. They were also received by the 
prime minister, the speaker of the Upper House of parliament, the 
chief of the royal court, the president of the National Consultative 
Council, the court minister, cabinet members and top officials. Hie 
British and Swiss ambassadors and the U.S. charge d'affaires were 
also present to receive their majesties. 

The chief chamberlain. Prince Ra'd Ibn Zaid. and the commander 
in chief of the armed forces, Lt. Gen. Sharif Zaid Ibn Shaker, also 
returned with His Majesty the King. 

African aides accuse Israel of 
mass murder of Palestinians 

FREETOWN. Sierra Leone, June 27 (Agencies) — African foreign 
ministers today accused Israel of mass murder of the Palestinian 
people and condemned the Camp David accords between the United 
States, Egypt and Israel. 

Informed sources said agreement was reached on Middle East 
resolutions early today after a gruelling debate yesterday by the 
drafting committees of tbe OAU ministerial council. The resolutions 
will go before the full council and then before next week's summit of 
tbe Organisation of African Unity (OAU). 

The draft resolution did not mention the Camp David accords but 
condemned “all partial agreements and separate treaties which vio- 
late the recognised national rights of the Palestinian people.” 

It said such agreements “contradict the principles of a com- 
prehensive solution to the Middle East issue and impede the establ- 
ishment of a just peace in the area.” 

The ministers expressed concern at the “explosive situation* in the 
Middle East which, they said, was caused by the continued Israeli 
occupation of Arab lands and the denial of the inalienable rights of 
the Palestinian people. 

They attacked what they called continued Israeli aggression 
against Lebanon and Palestinian refugee camps “while following 
policies of mass murder and discrimination against the Palestinian 
people.” 

The draft resolution said Israeli policy in defiance of United 
Nations resolutions constituted a serious threat to peace in the Mid- 
dle East and the world. 

Tbe resolution urged the international community and the U.N. 
Security Council to put pressure on Israel to compel it to end “its 
occupation of Palestine and other Arab lands.”

UNITED NATIONS, June 27— Following is the draft resolution on 
Israeli practices in occupied Jerusalem to be presented on Monday 
to the Security Council by Jordan, Pakistan and other members of 
the Islamic Conference Organisation (ICO): 

THE SECURITY COUNCIL 

HAVING considered the letter of May 28, 1980 from the rep- 
resentative of Pakistan, the current chairman of the Organisation 
of the Islamic Conference, as contained in Document S/13966 of 
May 28, 1980. 

BEARING in mind the specific status of Jerusalem and in par- 
ticular the need for protection and preservation of the unique 
spiritual and religious dimensions of the Holy Places in the city, 

REAFFIRMING its resolutions relevant to the character and 
status of the Holv City of Jerusalem, in particularly Resolutions: 
252 (196S) of Mav 21, 1968: 267 (1969) of July 3. 1969; 271 
1 1969) of Sept. 15, 1969; 298 (1971) of Sept. 25, 1971 and 465 
I198D) of March 1. 19S0, 

REAFFIRMING that acquisition of territory by military conquest 
is inadmissible. 

RECALLING the Fourth Geneva Convention of Aug. 12, 1949 
relative to the protection of civilian persons in time of war, 

DEPLORING tbe persistence of Israel, the occupying power, to 
change the physical character, demographic composition, institu- 
tional structure and status of the Holy City of Jerusalem, 

GRAVELY concerned over the legislative steps initialed in the 
Israeli Knesset with the aim of changing the character and status 
of the Holy City of Jerusalem, 

1. CONDEMNS the continued refusal of Israel, the occupying 
power to comply with the relevant resolutions of the Sec- 
urity Council and the General Assembly. 

2. RECONFIRMS that all legislative and administrative 
measures and actions taken by Israel, the occupying power, 
which purport to alter the character and status of the Holy 
Ciyt of Jerusalem have no legal validity and constitute a 
flagrant violation of the Fourth Geneva Convention rela- 
tive to the protection of civilian persons in lime of war and 
also constitute a serious obstruction to achieving a com- 
prehensive, just and lasting peace in the Middle East. 

3. REITERATES that all measures which have altered the 
geographic, demographic and historical character and 
status of the Holy City of Jerusalem are null and void and 
must be rescinded in compliance with the relevant resol- 
utions of (he Security Council. 

4. URGENTLY CALLS on Israel, the occupying power, to 
abide by this and previous Security Council resolutions and 

• to desist forthwith from persisting in the policy and meas- 
ures affecting the character and status of the Holy City of 
Jerusalem. 

5. REAFFIRMS rhe'overriding necessity to end the prolonged 
occupation of Arab territories occupied by Israel since 
1967, including Jerusalem. 

6. DECIDES to meet in order to review the situation, in the 
event of non-compliance by Israel, to adopt effective meas- 
ures under the relevant provisions under the U.N. charter 
without excluding Article 39 paragraph 4 thereof. 


Khomeini launches 
government, urges 


strong attack on 
immediate purge 


TEHRAN, June 27 (R) - 
Revolutionary leader Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeini today 
launched a strong attack on cor- 
rupt elements in government, and 
called for them to be purged 
immediately. 

In a speech to invalids of the 
revolution, he said Iran was still a 
monarchy and he urged President 
Abol Hassan Bani-Sadr and the 
ruling Revolutionary Council to 
purge corrupt elements without 
delay. 

Ayatollah Khomeini, whose 
speech was broadcast by state 
radio, said officials from the 
Shah's days were still working in 
government offices and that gov- 
ernment stationery still bore tbe 
emblems of the former regime. 

“Why do the president and the 
Revolutionary Council not inves- 
tigate the people who are the 
heads of government offices?” Ik 
aske d. “Why don't you purge 
these people who are committing 
corruption in the offices?” 

“If these signs of monarchy are 
not removed from the paper 
within ten days, I urge the nation 
to do the same with you as they did 
with the Shah,” he warned gov- 
ernment leaders. 

Although the politicians have 
changed in the 16 months since 
tbe revolution, rquch of tp e vast 


bureaucratic apparatus left by the 
Shah is still intact. Much ministry 
stationery still bears the old let- 
terheads, sometimes crudely 
blacked out. 

Ayatollah Khomeini said: “We 
still have bureaucracy. Our coun- 
try is still a monarchy.” 

He said those in charge of gov- 
ernment offices were Islamic but 
acted carelessly, while the gov- 
ernment was occupied with other 
matters. He suggested that tf the 
authorities could not change the 
situation they should resign. 

Muslim hardliners have been 
pushing for some months for a 
purge of government offices. Two* 
deputy foreign ministers resigned 
earlier this year, complaining of an 
un-Islamic atmosphere in their 
ministry, and the foreign press 
director at the national guidance 
(information) ministry was sacked 
recently after charging that 95 per 
cent of personnel there were left 
over from the Shah period. 

Ayatollah Khomeini, who has 
been much more vocal after 
recovering from a spell in hospital 
at the beginning of the year, has 
already called this month for a 
purge of radio and television and 
appointed a panel to supervise 
Islamic reforms in education. 

In an outburst only two days ago 
against alleged opponents of 


Iran’s transition to a fully Islamic 
society, he bitterly denounced the 
radical Mujahedin organisation 
and other leftist croups. The 
Mujahedin last night announced 
they were temporarily closing 
down their more than 30 offices 

across the country to “a% - oid any 
form of confusion and unneces- 
sary shedding of innocent blood.” 

Meanwhile. President Bani- 
Sadr and his clerical rivals within 
the Revolutionary Council have 
come to terms to avoid an open 
rift, according to outlines of an 
agreement published here. 


The pro- Bani-Sadr newspaper 
hlumic Revolution yesterday pub- 
lished the main points of the 
accord which it said was reached at 
a meeting of the Revolutionary 
Council two days ago. 

The agreement followed a 
major political row sparked off 
when the same newspaper pub- 
lished tape-recorded con- 
servations in which Dr. Hassan 
Ayat, a leader of the clergy- 
dominated Islamic Republican 
Party (IRP), appeared to be 
scheming to undermine the pres- 
ident. 
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Khomeini's upper hand: Blessing or chop? 


The accord, as summarised by 
Islamic Revolution, recorded sev- 
eral apparent successes for Pres- 
ident Bani-Sadr in his struggle to 
establish government authority, 
including an affirmation that law » 
must be enforced by the legal body 
concerned. It said notably that 
“Muslim youths,” while they 
should not be treated as pawns, 
could not “make derisions in lieu 
of the deciding authorities.” 

While this phrase could be 
taken to cover the radical Muslim 
students holding the U.S. embassy 
hostages, political sources said it 
appeared unlikely to have any 
immediate effect on the hostage 
issue, which is now in the hands of 
parliament. 

Islamic Revolution said the 
agreement among the 13 
Revolutionary Council members 
had been reached to put paid to 
the idea that certain political fac- 
tions had “started a war with the 
president in order to capture 
power” and to prevent differences 
worsening. 

The accord called for efforts to 
set up an “Islamic Front.” Both 
the Bani-Sadr camp and IRP 
leaders have suggested in the past 
the creation of an umbrella organ- 
isation of single party but both 
have tended to see it as dominated 
by themselves.

Mr. Donald Mills, chief dele- 
gate of Jamaica, another speaker 
today, said the Israeli government 
ought to change its policies and its 
attitude towards the U.N. On the 
question of Jerusalem, such a 
change was long overdue, he said. 

Mr. Kasuka Mutukwa of Zam- 
bia spoke of a fra net ic attempt to 
“Judaise" Jerusalem through 
annexation and the promulgation 
of the claim it was the national 
capital. Access to the city was 
highly restrictive, contrary to 
“Israeli propaganda,” 

Mr. Halim Ali of Malaysia said 
the council was all too familiar 
with Israeli intransigence. 

In the strongest terms, Malaysia 
opposed Israel's illegal actions in 
Jerusalem which could only pro- 
long the Middle East peace pro- 
cess. The latest move by the Knes- 
set to declare AI Quds Al Sharif 
(tbe Arabic name for Jerusalem) 
as Israel's capital and preparations 
to move the prime minister’s 
office to occupied Jerusalem was 
an affront to millions of Muslims, 
who held the entire city sacred, 
Mr. Ali said. 

The United States, which is try- 
ing to revive Israeli-Egyptian talks 
on autonomy for Palestinians in 
the occupied territories, has not 
spoken in the Jerusalem debate. 

Israel outlines 
security plan for 
West Bank, Gaza 

TEL AVIV, June 27 (R)--An 
Israeli newspaper published today 
what it described as Israel’s sec- 
urity plan for the occupied West 
Bank and Gaza Strip if Palestinian 
autonomy is established in these 
areas. 

The Yediol Aharonot news- 
paper said the proposals had been 
worked out by senior government 
and army officials and would be 
presented to Egypt and the U.S. 
when talks between the three 
countries, broken off in April, 
were resumed. 

A spokesman for Prime Minis- 
ter Menachem Begin declined to 
comment on the Yediot Aharonot 
article. 

The plan stated that Israeli 
troops would withdraw from some 
areas of the West Bank and Gaza. 
But they would retain control of 
major roads and approaches to 
Arab towns. 

They would also have free 
movement through the regions 
without needing prior permission 
from the autonomous authority. 
Israel would keep control of air 
corridors over the areas. 

The autonomy talks failed to 
make progress after 11 months of 
negotiations. Security was one of 
the main areas of disagreement 
between Israel and Egypt. 

The heads of the three negotiat- 
ing teams meet in Washington 
next week to discuss renewing the 
talks.

AL RAT: As a result of unrelenting pressure applied by U.S. 
Secretary of State Edmund Muskie, the statement issued in 
Ankara Thursday by the NATO foreign ministers was empty 
of any reference to the legitimate rights of the Palestinian 
people. But Mr. Muskie was not content with his achievement 
in the conference hall and in the communique, and came out 
U> explain to reporters that the issue of Palestinian rights is a 
matter now under negotiation with Middle East, and there- 
fore it would not be suitable to take a public position in. this 
regard because this might affect the negotiations. 

Although this attitude surprised nobody who is involved in 
the conflict, we believe it points once again to the lack of 
equilibrium in U.S.-European relations, and poses questions 
about Europe's ability to make an effective and positive con- 
tribution to a solution of the Middle East crisis. For the nine 
European countries which signed the Venice declaration, and 
who represent more than half of NATO's membership, were 
unable to get the nearest reference to the legitimate rights of 
the Palestinians included in the Ankara communique. 

Several Arab parties have welcomed the Venice declaration 
and said they considered it a positive step and an indicator of 
the important role the European group can play in establ- 
ishing a just and comprehensive peace in the region. But the 
same parties may find themselves forced to reconsider the 
European position, as its value and ability to influence events 
have been called into question since Europe has failed in the 
Ankara statement to produce any echo of the language used in 
that of Venice. 

ALDUSTOUR: It was not unexpected that the U.S. opposed a 
paragraph in the NATO countries' statement on the Middle 
East providing for the Palestinian right to self-determination, 
and that it exercised its domination of the alliance to have the 
paragraph omitted from the statement. 

Washington realised that by recognising the Palestinian peo- 
ple’s right to self-determination in their land, it would demol- 
ish the structure that Israel and the other Camp David parties 
have built at the expense of that people’s cause. This would 
inevitably mean the collapse of all of Israel's projects in the 
occupied territories-the settlements, the annexation of 
Jerusalem and the Judaisation of Arab land and villages. 
Consequently it would mean the failure of the Camp David 
attempt to monopolise attempts to reach a settlement. 

America’s domination of the NATO countries meant the 
Palestinian people's rights were ignored in the last statement. 
But the Venice declaration, which stressed these rights, came 
despite pressure and threats from the U.S., which shows that 
the world's understanding of Palestinian self-determination is 
not dictated by the American and Israeli interpretation, and 
that the question will not be neglected forever. 

While we understand the reasons which make the U.S. take 
such a contrary stand on the Palestinian right to self- 
determination;, which is an indivisible principle, we are con- 
fident that this will not always remain the attitude of a super- 
power which is responsible for international security as well as 
for its own reputation and standing before the whole world, 
and which must protect its interests with the Arab nation.

KUWAIT, June 27 (R) - The 
Arab foreign and economy minis- 
ters' conference to be held in 
Amman July 6 will be the scene of 
an announcement that Arab oil 
producing countries will sell crude 
ofl to other Arab states at con- 
cessionary prices, according to u 
Kuwaiti newspaper. 

The daily Al Qabas quoting 
responsible sources here, said the 
decision, which was taken unani- 
mously, was part of a long-term 
Arab strategy. It did not name the 
countries which would qualify for 
the concessionary oil sale. 

Of 21 Arab states Djibouti. 
Joran, Lebanon, Mauritania. 
Morocco, Somalia, Sudan. North 
Yemen and South Yemen have no 
oil and pay for their supplies at 
prices fixed by the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC). 

Jordan had recently advocated 
special oil prices for non-oil pro- 
ducing Arab states.

AMMAN. June 27 - Of all the 
thousands of sportsmen and 
women who will be converging on 
Moscow for the Olympic Games, 
at least six competitors have 
already set something of a record. 
They have never competed any- 
where before in their lives, not 
even in their own country. 

Competing in the Olympics may 
be the ultimate achievement for 
most sportsmen, the culmination, 
perhaps of, decades of harsh train- 
ing and high-level competition. 
But for the Jordanian trap shoot- 
ing team the Olympics are just the 
beginning. 

Nor are they going to Moscow 
just as a token team representing 
Jordan in its Olympic debut. 
No-one in the know about the 
standard of this extremely expen- 
sive, highly demanding sport has 
any inflated ideas about the team's 
chances of walking off with a 
medal, or even a high placing, 
(though their target-shooting col- 
leagues do have such a chance). 
But their latest scores are highly 
commendable, good enough for 
them to finish somewhere in the 
middle on the Olympic score- 
boards. 

The Jordanian public and even 
the government seem for the most 
part to be totally unaware of the 
team’s existence, let alone of its 
merits. To set matters right. Mr. 
Mohammad Jamhour, manager of 
the Royal Jordanian Shooting 
Club, the team’s sponsor, invited 
the press along to the club's shoot- 
ing range today for a display of the 
team’s skill. His Highness Prince 
Mohammad, the club's president, 
also came along to observe and 
discuss the sport. But for some of 
the guests it was also their first 
chance to get an idea of what clay

“A team has been bom this 
week ” enthused his wife Majda 
who, having observed clay pigeon 
shooting at the top level for so 
many years, could accurately pro- 
nounce that the team has 
improved 50 per cent with her 
husband's guidance. 

Prior to Mr. Ghaleb's appear- 
ance at the Royal Shooting Club 
last week the team was being 
trained by its captain, Mr. Amir 
Barakat, a local merchant who, 
although not the best shooter, as 
he admits himself, has had the 
advantage of living many years in 
Egypt and learning from the pros. 

The number one marksman in 
the team is Mr. Khaldoun Odeh. a 
Pepsi Cola sales manager who 
averages over 90 per cent hits.

Mohammad Shahin (who has just 


formed at the same time as the 
shooting dub in 1975) and finally 
banned last year, they all had to .

Mr. Ghaleb has been invaioabfe 
in giving the inexperienced com- 
petitors moral support as well as 
hints on technique and, most 
important of all, on concentration, 
a vital in gr edient when one is aim- 
ing with a 12 gauge shotgun at a 
day disc ten centimetres in diame- 
-ter hurtling away into space at a 
speed of up to 70 kilometres an 
hour. 

Below foe ground some 15 
metres ahead of foe shooters, who 
stand five to a row in a straight 
line, are fifteen machines (three 
for each shooting position) reg- 
ulated by a computer programme 
so that at no time can the marks- 
man guess in which direction foe 
day pigeon will be fired. The 
human voice shouting "pull" 
down a microphone is enough, 
through the aid of an electronic 
device, to trigger one of foe 
underground machines, each of 
which is sighted at a different 
angle, elevation and speed. The 
marksman has two cartridges to 
spend on each of his five turns in a 
team round of 25, with foe team 
rotating positions. 

Hie Jordan team's average is 20 
hits out of 25. While there are 
about six teams in the world that 
can score 25 out of 25, the Jor- 
danians* average is level with 
many other international teams, 
says Mr. Jamhour, who went all

AMMAN, June 27 — A bumper 
crop of vegetables was behind a 
two per cent drop in foe cost, of 
living here during May. 

Accordmgtotta monthly ‘‘Cost 
of Living Index Bulletin” pub- 
lished by the Department of 
Statistics here yesterday, a 27 per 
cent decrease in the price of veg- 
etables in May accounted for the- 
largest monthly decline in prices 
this year. 

Overall, foe cost of living has 
gone up fry just 1.2 per cent net 
from the beginning of the year 
through the end of May. 

However, those who are hope- 
ful that the first year of this decade 
will usher in an era of single-digit 
inflation for Jordan should take 
note of the fact that in the first five 
months of 1979 there was no infla- 
tion at all — in fact the cost of 
living went down by 1.2 per cent 
In later months prices surged 
upward resulting in an 11.7 per 
cent inflation rate for the calendar 
year 1979. 

Moreover, the latest bulletin 
indicates that between May 1979 
and May 1980, the cost of lilting 
increased by 14.4 per cent That 
figure is down, though, from the 
17.6 per cent inflation rate regis- 
tered during the 12-month period 
ending in April of this year. 

The cost of living index weights 
a range of consumer expenditures, 
including food, clothing, housing 
and transportation costs, and it 
calculates foe increase or decrease 
'in the average cost of each item 
from month to month. 

The year 1975 is used as a “base 
year”, with an assigned value of 
100. The cost of living bulletin 
indicates that prices in May were 
72.5 per cent higher than in the 
base year.

(AF)— India’s economic per- 
formance during 1979 and the 
first part of 1980 deteriorated, 
with a decline in agricultural and 
industrial prodnetios, the World 
Bank said yesterday. After four 
years of impressive growth. Gross 
National Product (GNP) fell by 
about three per cent, it said. 
Agriculture suffered as a result of 
drought, and shortage of power 
and diesel oil, the bank added. 

Triggered by shortages, world 
inflation and the drought, the gen- 
eral price level rose at a con- 
siderably faster rate than at any 
time since 1973-74. The import 
bill rose due to domestic scarcities 
and world inflation, in particular 
due to the rise in petroleum prices. 

Growth in export earnings was 
modest and the trade deficit grew 
to become the largest in India’s 
history.

Gold price rises again 


LONDON, June 27 (R)-The 
price of gold today jumped to its 
highest levels since March, trading 
at more than $630 an ounce on 
European bullion markets. It rose 
against a background of anxiety 
about the international political 
situation, dealers said, but techni- 
cal factors were more immediate 
reasons for the increase. 

Although nowhere near the 
feverish record heights of $875 an 
ounce reached at the start of the 
year, gold has been creeping 
upwards from the $500 to $520 
level at which it stabilised to May. 

This is partly because of declin- 
ing interest rates to the United 
States which boosted the dollar as 
an investment when they were at 


their peak. Since they have 
dropped back, gold has reap- 
peared as a good investment, 
dealers said. 

There have also been rumours 
of possible shortages to the future 
of gold supplies, especially if 
South Africa, the main supplier, 
withholds- some of its gold to con- 
trol the flow onto the markets. 

In Zurich today, however, Swiss 
bankers expressed scepticism 
about reports that South Africa 
might withhold significant 
amounts of gold from the market 
because of its more favourable 
balance of payments position. 

Gold pool sources there said 
they believe South Africa could 
not refrain from selling for more 


than two weeks without winding 
down the republic's monetary 
reserves too far. 

Nevertheless, dealers to Europe 
reported that the rise of the gold 
price had gained momentum, 
breaking through the $630 barrier 
to trade in London at $634 an 
ounce- well above yesterday’s 
European level of $623. 

Dealers also cited several areas 
of political tension which they 
thought contributed to the price 
movement: The Libyan-Egyptian 
border, the Thai-Kampuchean 
border. Southern Africa, Iraq- 
Iran and Afghanistan. 

Meantime, the dollar was firm 
on world currency markets, refus- 
ing to react to the rise of gold.

NEW YORK, June 27 (AP) — Retired heavyweight champion. 
Muhammad Ali said he had finalised a deal with promoter Don 
Kmg[to fight World Boxing Council champion Larry Holmes in 
September. 

Holmes and Ali originally bad signed to meet in July at Rio d'e 
Janeiro, but the bout, which was to mark Alfs comeback from 
retirement, was postponed and no new date or site has been 
announced. There had been earlier reports that the bout would be 
held m September. 

Meanwhile, Genie Coetzee signed a formal contract here yes- 
terday to meet World Boxing Association heavyweight champion 
Mike Weaverj in a world title fight Oct. 25, the South African 
Press Association (SAP A), reported. SAPA said the bout, 
sc h ed u led to be held at Sun City, involves $3 million. 

Weaver signed his contract in the United States last week and 
will earn a $2.2 million purse — only the third boxer in history 
after {Muhammad Ali and Leon Spinks to get more than $2 million 
for a fight 

South Africa’s heavyweight champ, will eam only 

$150^000 but says it is not the money that interests him. “What is 
important is thatl am going to fight a man that 1 know 1 can beat.” 

Yesterday's formal announcement of the fight date followed 
nearly a week of wrangling between hotelier Sol Kerzner and 
American boxing entrepreneur Bob Arum. The fight is to be 
televised live worldwide by the American network to an expected 
audience of 5.00 million people. 

Kemzei’s Southern Suns Hotel Group will sponsor the fight to 
be held in a $8.8 million multi-purpose complex being built at Sun 
City. According to Kerzner, the new indoor stadium — it has yei to 
be built - wiH seat about 14,000 on figbt night. 

Kane wins trans-Pacific singlehanded race 

LIHUE, Hawaii, June 27 (AP) — American Michael Kane won 
the San Francisco- to- Kauai singlehanded yacht race yesterday in 
a record time of 10 days and 19 hours. 

Kane, sailing the 16 metre trimaran. Crusader, arrived in the 
early morning hours and was greeted with news that his wife had 
given birth to his third son hours before he landed at Hanalei. 

Race officials assumed Kane was leading, but were concerned 
over the lack of radio contact from the Crusader. The winner 
explained why. “The bloody thing didn't work,” he said.

Wimbledon: Borg breezes , McEnroe scrambles 

LONDON, June 27 (R) — Title-holder Bjorn Borg of Sweden won

-Wimbledon tennis championships basked in a rare spell of fine 
weather here today. 

Borg, favourite to capture the men's title for the fifth year in a row, 
chalked up his 30th successive Wimbledon singles win when he bear 
Shlomo Glickstein, the first Israeli to reach the second round here,

BANGKOK, June 27 (R) - Thailand 

today denied Vietnamese charges that 
Thai forces started this week’s hos- 
tilities on the Thai-Kampuchean bor- 


der, and said it had been promised 
increased military aid from the United 
States.

Vietnamese Foreign Minister 
Nguyen Co Thach, in an interview 
with the Bangkok Post newspaper- 
published today, said the Thai 
army had crossed into Kampuchea 
in support of anti-Phnom Penh 
guerrillas smuggled in under a 
voluntary repatriation prog- 
ramme. 

He said the Thai Army had 
covered the infiltration with air- 
strikes, artillery and armour and 
had pushed six kilometres into 
Kampuchea on a front 20 to 30 
kilometres wide. 

The Thai spokesman. Major 
General Korboon Phattana- 
thabutr, told reporters: “The Thai 
military completely rejects as lies 
charges by Vietnam that Thai 
forces crossed into Kampuchean 
territory together with the 
refugees." 

He said the repatriation oper- 
ation, which started on June 16 
and enraged Hanoi and the gov- 
ernment it backs in Phnom Penh, 
was run jointly with the United 
Nations and it would be imposs- 
ible for a Thai incursion into 
Kampuchea to go unnoticed. 

Most of the nearly 9,000 
refugees who returned from Thai 
ram ps went to a stronghold of 
guemUas loyal to the ousted 
Khmer Rouge government that 
lies just south of the Thai frontier 
town of Aranyaprathet, 

The stronghold, known as 
Phnom MaJai, appears to be the 
□ext target of Vietnamese -led 
troops who thrust into Thailand 
Monday and Tuesday. 

Military sources said units were 
moving on Phnom Malai in what 
appeared to be preparations to 
launch an attack. 

The numbers of volunteers 
from a Khmer Rouge-dominated 
refugee camp going back to 
Phnom Malai dropped dramat- 
ically yesterday, to 124 from well 
over 1,000 in previous days. 

U.N. officials said it was not 
clear whether Khmer Rouge 
cadres had called a halt to the 


repatriations, which continued 
unabated as the fighting raged 
farther north, or whether all the 
people who wanted to go bad left. 

Vietnamese-led troops were 
also moving on two other Khmer 
Rouge bases, military sources 
said. 

The most serious movements 
appeared to be against a Khmer 
Rouge base area in northern 
Kampuchea, just south of the 
northeastern Thai border, where 
it appeared the Vietnamese-led 
troops were trying to get between 
the Khm er Rouge and the Thai 
border. Several clashes had been 
reported, but no details were 
available, the sources said. 

In Kuala Lumpur, Thailand's 
foreign minister. Air Chief 
Marshal Siddhi Savetsila, told 
reporters that U.S. Secretary of 
State Edmund Muskie had prom- 


ised Thailand increased military 
aid. 

“Very soon we can expect to see 
many American arms-supply 
planes coming into Bangkok," the 
Thai foreign minister said- 

Mr. Muskie is in Malaysia to 
confer with the United Slates' 
Southeast Asian allies in the 
Association of Southeast Asian 
Nations ( ASEAN), who have 
ended a two-day meeting in Kuala 
Lumpur. 

The foreign ministers of the five 
ASEAN nations are now con- 
ferring separately with ministers 
of the United States. Australia. 
New Zealand, Japan and Canada. 

The outbreak of fighting along 
the Thai-Kampuchean border 
added an air of crisis to what was 
to have been a symbolic show of 
support for ASEAN by Mr. Mus- 
kie. 


BANGKOK, June 27 (R) -- A 
Red Cross official today appealed 
to visiting Vietnamese Foreign 
Minister Nugyen Co Thach for the 
•safety of two Red Cross workers 
believed held by Vietnamese-led 
troops on the Thai-Kampuchean 
border, a spokesman said. 

The two representatives of the 
International Committee of the 
Red Cross (ICRC), a Frenchman 
and a Briton, went missing yes- 
terday alongwith two American 
newsmen in a border food dis- 
tribution centre abandoned by 
some 50,000 Kampucheans after 
fighting early this week.

Basque bombs stir rightist backlash 


MADRID, June 27 (JR) — Basque 
separatist beach bombers today 
struck at Spain's key Mediter- 
ranean tourist trade for the fifth 
time this week amid signs of a 
growing right-wing backlash in the 
Basque country itself. 

Nobody was injured in the latest 
explosion set off just before dawn 
by the ETA (Basque Homeland 
and Liberty) guerrilla organ- 
isation in the garden of a state- 
owned hotel at Javea -- scene of 
three earlier blasts on Wednesday. 

So far, the impact of the new 
ETA bombing campaign has been 
largely psychological, with 
nobody hurt and only limited mat- 
erial damage. 

The government, which has 
refused to give in to ETA's 
demands for the release of 19 
Basque prisoners and the sacking 
of a director of a prison where 
many of them were held, fears the 
campaign will frighten foreign 
tourists away just as the peak holi- 


Soviet bomber down 
near Japanese coast 


TOKYO, June 27 ( R) -- A Soviet 
reconnaissance-bomber aircraft 
crashed into the Sea of Japan and 
the bodies of two airmen were 
recovered by a passing Japanese 
naval ship, the defence agency 
here said. 

The aircraft, identified as a 
TU-16, code named “Badger" by 
NATO, crashed outside Japanese 
airspace about 65 miles north of 
Sado Island and off the Japanese 
mainland. 

The agency said the Badger, a 
twin-jet medium-range aircraft 
with cantilever wings, was one of 
two flying south from the Soviet 
far eastern region and believed to 
be on a mission to test Japanese 
defence systems. 

Four Japanese Air Force Phan- 
tom jets were scrambled after the 
two aircraft were sighted, but the 
agency ‘.aid the jets had not taken 
any hostile action. 

Immediately after the crash, the 
other TU-16 turned north and 
headed for Soviet territory while 
three Japanese coast guard vessels 
backed by ar least six aircraft and 
three helicopters rushed to the 
scene. 

The agency said the Badger 
plunged into the sea while circling 
over a Japanese naval transport 


and landing ship, the Nemuro, 
which picked up the two bodies. 

The defence agency said Bad- 
gers normally had a crew of bet- 
ween five and nine people, but it 
was unable to identify immedi- 
ately the type of the Badger which 
crashed. 


Il said there were at least seven 
types of TU-16s, some packed 
with electronic spying equipment 
and others carrying AS-6 air- 
to-surface missiles, which could be 
equipped with either nuclear or 
conventional warheads, as well as 
other arms. 

Several Badgers have been 
sighted off Japan, but outside its 
12-mile airspace, in recent 
months. 

However, since last years bor- 
der conflict between Vietnam and 
China many TU-95 Soviet “ Bear” 
spyplanes have been sighted off 
the archipelago, apparently head- 
ing for bases near Hanoi, the 
defence agency said. 

Two years ago. Japan started a 
programme to improve its early 
warning radar system after a 
defecting Soviet pilot managed to 
evade defences in a previously 
top-secret Soviet jet and land on 
Japanese soil. 


WASHINGTON, June 27 ( AP) -- 
The U.S. administration said 
Thursday that reducing or 
eliminating taxes on Americans 
who work in foreign countries 
would be inequirable and could 
cost the Treasury nearly half a bil- 
lion dollars a year. 

“It is appropriate that all 
Americans who share in the 
benefits of .American citizenship’’ 
contribute taxes to the nation, said 
Assistant Treasury Secretary 
Donald C. Lubick. He said prop- • 
osals to reduce the tax liability of 
Americans overseas could cost the 
government S425 million to $500 
million a year. 

He also disputed testimony 
before a U.S. Senate finance sub- 
committee that American exports 
and overseas investments were 
suffering because of high taxes on 
Americans who work abroad. 

Rhode Island Republican 
Senator John H. Chafee con- 
ducted the hearing on his proposal 
to exempt from taxes the first 
S50.000 of annual income earned 
by a U.S. citizen working abroad. 
He said that while U.S. exports 
may be increasing, the American 
share of foreign markets is dwindl- 
ing. 


A 1978 law intended to ease the 
effects of excess cost for Ameri- 
cans working abroad provides a 
complex set of deductions and, for 
some citizens, an exclusion from 
taxes of the first $20,000 of 
income. 

Senator Chafee and other sup- 
porters of the increased tax 
exemption said there is ample evi- 
dence that U.S. exports are declin- 
ing because fewer Americans can 
afford to work in foreign coun- 
tries. They contend the workers 
who replace the U.S. citizens pre- 
fer equipment from tbeir own 
countries, taking business away 
from U.S. firms. 

But Senator Chafee said, the 
Carter administration is insisting 
on “evidence beyond a reasonable 
doubt" that declining U.S. trade is 
related to high taxes paid by 
Americans working abroad. 

The largest average increase in 
taxes on Americans working over- 
seas is in Middle Eastern and Afri- 
can countries that are members of 
the Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries. 

“Losing our foot in the door in 
these countries will have a pro- 
found effect on future exports," 
he said.

Sgt.Doe urged to free predecessor’s son 


MONROVIA, Liberia. June 27 
(AP) — Four African presidents 
were expected to come to Liberia 
Friday to compel the military 
regime of Master Sgt. Samuel Doe 
to hand over its public enemy 
No.l, arrested in a raid on the 
French embassy two weeks ago. 

The visit was originally 
scheduled for Thursday and then 
cancelled. The prisoner is Mr. A 
Benedict Tolbert, eldest son of 
former Liberian President Wil- 
liam Tolbert, who was assas- 
sinated in Sgt. Doe's April 12 
army coup. He is married to the 
adopted daughter of the Ivory 
Coast’s influential President Felix 
Houphouet- Boigny . 

Mr. Tolbert sought asylum in 
the French embassy and remained 
in hiding there for two months 
while the military regime organ- 
ised a nationwide hue-and-cry 


over what it called “the most 
danger ous enemy of the Liberian 
revolution." 

Mr. Tolbert’s arrest led to a 
crisis between Liberia and France 
and caused Mr. Houphouet- 
Boigny to demand Sgt. Doe's 
exclusion from the Organisation 
of African Unify (OAU). 

At a meeting in the Ivory Coast 
earlier this month. Sgt. Doe told 
Mr. Houphouet Boigny and the 
presidents of Togo and Guinea 
that he was prepared to release 
Mr. Tolbert and restore friendly 
relations with France in return for 
full recognition of his regime by 
the African leaders. 

Mr. Houphouet-Boigny and a 
delegation of African presidents 
cancelled a visit to Monrovia 
Thursday at which Mr. Tolbert 
was to be handed over to them to 
be escorted out of the country. 


Reliable diplomatic sources 
said Liberia's military leaders, 
mostly enlisted men, overruled 
Sgt. Doe’s earlier commitment 
and insisted (hat Mr. Tolbert 
should remain in jail to face 
treason and corruption charges. 

The sources said Mr. Hou- 
phouet-Boigny’s decision to come 
to Monrovia after all for the one- 
day visit suggested that he may 
have received a new assurance 
from Sgt. Doe that Mr. Tolbert 
would be released Friday. 

Official sources in the Ivorian 
capita] Abidjan, said SgtDoe had 
also promised to free several other 
Tolbert relatives held under house 
arrest since the coup, and to 
retract Liberia's demand for the 
withdrawal of French Ambas- 
sador Louis Doilot. Liberian offi- 
cials declined all comment.

LA P AZ. Bolivia, June 27 ( AP) -- A grenade-like device was tossed 
into a leftist election rally Thursday night, killing two persons and 
injuring about 85 others. 

T wo ot the injured were described in critical condition. 

The explosion occurred as presidential candidate Heman Siles 
Zuazo and thousands of his supporters paraded down La Paz main 
street, the Prado, chanting and singing political slogans. 

Mr. Siles. who was president from 1956 to 1960 was riding in a 
jeep surrounded by supporters. An aide said the blast missed the 
candidate by about" 20 metres. 

Witnesses said they thought the device was thrown from an upper 
floor of the Copacabana Hotel. 

It exploded above ground, showering the area with shards of 
metal. 

Bolivia's general election is to be held Sunday. 

Thursday’s rally was the largest of the election campaign, which 
has developed under constant fears the military might seize the 
government. 

Conservative military officers, who believe civilians incapable of 
running this politically explosive Andean nation, have asked twice 
that the elections be postponed, saying Bolivians aren't ready for 
them.
